Balloon Festival is 
back and set to go 
up, up and away 
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'Stupid’ drivers blasted 
over Ml crash pictures

EIGHTY drivers who took snaps 
of a horrific crash on the Ml 
have been condemned as 
‘stupid’ and ‘macabre’ by a 
motoring organisation. 

Police from the Collision 
Investigation Team caught 
motorists, heading northbound, 
‘phone-necking’ between junc¬ 
tion 15a and 16 in Northants on 
fune 14, as emergency crews 
attended a serious collision. 

A lorry had hit an empty 
stationary vehicle and over¬ 
turned leaving a female driver, 
21, trapped for hours with the 
road closed even longer. 

Sergeant Nick Gray from the 
Collision Investigation Unit, 
said: “Because of how badly the 
driver was trapped, we had a 
period of four hours before we 
could continue with our work 
while the emergency services 
tried to free the victim. 

“After witnessing the number of 
people using mobile phones, we 
decided to use a camera to film 
motorists travelling on the oppo¬ 
site carriageway. During a four 


hour period, 80 drivers were 
captured.” 

He added: “The drivers 
photographed showed a total 
disregard for the law and the 
devastation which would be 
caused to their own or another 
family in a fatal road traffic 
collision. 

“I am astounded that people 
not only use their mobile phones 
to talk on while driving, but 
would also use them to take 
pictures, especially at the scene 
of such a serious road traffic 
collision. 

On this occasion, Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police have decided to 
not to prosecute the drivers that 
were caught. 

When asked why, a spokesman 
for the police said: “The decision 
not to prosecute was taken in a 
bid to educate the drivers about 
the consequences of their 
actions. 

“However, we have written to 
the owners of the vehicles where 
the driver found was using a 
camera and a formal number, 
including photographic 

evidence, will be retained. That

means if the same driver is pulled over 
in the future and a search is run, this 
incident will show up. 

“That is not to say the police will not 
prosecute if a similar operation is 
taken, and the standard punishment is 
a £60 fine and three points on the 
licence. 

“In a number of cases where a motorist 
was using a vehicle belonging to their 
employers, the employers have contact¬ 
ed us for more information so they can 
take internal disciplinary action. 

Paul Watters, head of Road Policy at 
the AA, condemned the motorists’ 
actions saying: “This is absolutely 
shocking and completely ridiculous 
behaviour. 

“For drivers to be taking pictures of a 
crash, which in this case was clearly a 


serious incident, is not only stupid but 
macabre. 

“We’ve all heard of rubber necking but 
this new phenomenon of ‘phone neck¬ 
ing’ is so dangerous, and we applaud 
the police for taking action and trying 
to prevent it.” 

Road safety charity Brake’s deputy 
chief executive, Julie Townsend, said: 
“It’s deeply alarming that so many 
people have been caught using their 
phone to photograph crashes. It’s disre¬ 
spectful, distasteful and it risks causing 
more carnage. 

“As a charity that supports families 
whose lives are devastated by road 
death and injury, we bear witness to the 
terrible suffering that follows serious 
crashes. 

“Being in a crash, or having a loved 
one violently killed or hurt, is an 


appalling, traumatic, life-shattering 
experience. If photos of these violent 
events are made public by individuals 
who happen to pass by, it can add to the 
anguish of the families affected, and it 
can interfere with crucial police work 
investigating the crash. 

“Driving is the most dangerous thing 
most of us do on a regular basis - you’re 
operating a potentially dangerous 
machine in an unpredictable, public 
environment - so it requires full 
concentration at all times. 

“We believe anyone caught breaking 
the law by using their phone at the 
wheel should face stiff penalties, in line 
with the risks they have posed to them¬ 
selves and others.” 

The woman lorry driver injured in the 
road traffic collision remains in a 
critical condition in hospital. 


Users blast ‘excessive’ 
increase in train fares

THE 2.7 million passengers who use 
Northampton train station every year 
could face paying up to six per cent 
more for their rail fares from January, in 
light of proposed price increases. 

Fares are due to rise on January 1 but an 
unexpected rise in inflation means 
commuters will face a price hike of 6.2 
per cent on average. 

A spokesman for London Midland, the 
train company that serves Northampton, 
said: “Our fares are set in line with 
Government policy and reflect the terms 
of our franchise agreement. 

“The Government decides the average 
increase of commuter ticket prices and 
other regulated fares which we will be 
required to introduce in January 2013. 

“It has been Government policy during 
the past eight years for passengers to pay 
a larger share of the cost of operating the 
railways and to focus taxpayers’ money 



on investing in longer term improve¬ 
ments to the network. 

“Following the publication of last 
month’s Retail Price Index figures, we will 
now be carefully considering the impli¬ 
cations and planning for fare changes in 
January.” 

Commuter Neil Jarrett, 31, said: “I think 
the raise is excessive as it seems to be 
every year - always outweighing inflation 
at a time when everyone is feeling the 
pinch. 


“I wouldn’t mind as much if the service 
standard increased by a similar level to 
warrant the increase but that never 
seems to be the case in my experience, 
particularly when I can’t even get a seat!” 

Paul Minton, vice chairman of the 
Northampton Rail Users’ Group, said: 
“For us, this announcement is very 
disappointing. 

“The news about ticket prices increas¬ 
ing above the rate of inflation is tough on 
everyone but especially on those who 
need to commute to get to work. 

“Not everyone who works in London is 
on a massive amount of money and soon 
I expect people will be priced out of 
travelling to work which is clearly wrong. 

“We already have one of the most 
expensive train services in Europe. 

“Through our chairman, Brian Binley 
MP, we will be making a representation to 
the Government about the unfairness of 
it all.”

“It was weird as there were 
a lot of people around and I 
thought they would help. 

“I stayed with her for two 
hours until the police arrived 
as she is a diabetic. 

“I did not put myself 
forward for a pat on the back 
I just didn’t want to leave her 
on her own until help 
arrived.”

Moroccans 
hold the key in 
Ding suspect 
extradition bid 

THE wheels of justice are still 
turning to get the man arrest¬ 
ed for the murder of the Ding 
family extradited from 
Morocco. 

Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, Helen 
Chui and their two daugh¬ 
ters, 18-year-old Xing ‘Nancy’ 
and Alice, 12, were found 
brutally stabbed at their 
home in Pioneer Close, 
Wootton, last year. They died 
on the day of the Royal 
Wedding but their bodies 
were not discovered until 
two days later when 
concerned neighbours raised 
the alarm. 

Anxiang Du was the only 
person police were looking 
for in connection with the 
murder. 

Detectives tracked Mr Du, 
from Coventry, to London 
but from there the trail 
appeared to go cold. 

In the past 14 months they 
have followed hundreds of 
leads and taken thousands of 
statements in an attempt to 
find him. 

Following a manhunt which 
took officers from 
Northampton to China, to 
Spain and finally Tangier, Mr 
Du was arrested on July 7. 

A Home Office spokes¬ 
woman said: “Mr Du has 
been arrested in Morocco. 

“The extradition process, 
including the length of time it 
is likely to take, is a matter for 
the Moroccan authorities. 

“Any matters regarding his 
trial in the UK would be a 
matter for the courts.”

‘I JUST want to get justice 
for my daughter’ was the 
emotional plea from Steven 
Carter the father of 12-year- 
old Tia Sharpe. 

Mr Carter, 30, who lives in 
Moulton, Northampton, was 
in London on Tuesday, to see 
for himself the tributes and 
flowers which have been left 
near the schoolgirl’s home in 
New Addington, near 


Croydon. Her bruised body 
was found in the loft of her 
grandmother’s home. 

Speaking to the Daily Mail, 
Mr Carter said: “I just want 
to get justice for my daugh¬ 
ter, the proper way. 

“The last time I saw Tia she 
jumped in my arms. 

“She told me about her 
school and what she was 
doing. She called me Dad. 

“I’ll miss her for ever.” 

Mr Carter’s daughter was 
discovered after an eight 


day search by police 
wrapped in a black bed 
sheet and a black plastic bin 
bag. 

Stuart Hazell, 37, the 
boyfriend of her grand¬ 
mother Christine Sharp, 46, 
has charged with the mur¬ 
der of Tia. 

Her grandmother was also 
arrested on suspicion of 
murder, while a neighbour 
was arrested on suspicion of 
assisting an offender. 

Both have been bailed.

A TABBY kitten took a 133 mile 
trip from Northampton to the New 
Forest - in the radiator compart¬ 
ment of a neighbour’s car. 

The moggy, who was unharmed 
after the ordeal, was spotted 
when an eagle-eyed guest at 
Paultons Park saw a paw 
protruding from the front of the 
vehicle while the car's owners 
enjoyed a day out. 

Staff rescued the kitten from 
the vehicle and returned her to 
the car's owners safely at the end 
of the day. 

A spokesman for Paultons Park 
said: “This is the first time staff 
have had to deal with anything like 
this, but they did their best to look 
after the kitten. 

“It was a bit of a shocking 
incident for the workers but I 
think the car owners were more 
shocked when their neighbour’s 
kitten was handed to them before 
they went home. 

“We can confirm that the cat is 
now safely home after its day 
trip.”

CHIEFS at Northampton 
General Hospital have praised 
employees for their ‘outstanding’ 
performance just weeks after we 
revealed it had paid out millions 
for negligence. 

The hospital’s chief executive, 
Dr Gerry McSorley, and chair¬ 
man, Paul Farenden, were 
delighted to be able to congratu¬ 
late staff in the hospital’s annual 
report. 

They outlined the many things 
that had been achieved during 


the year. They said: “Every indi¬ 
vidual makes his or her contribu¬ 
tion to providing our patients 
with safe, high quality care day or 
night throughout the year. Each 
can rightly take a great deal of 
pride in what they do. 

“During 2011/12, NGH staff 
have demonstrated an additional 
dimension of dedication through 
their participation in the hospi¬ 
tal’s Transformation programme. 

“The programme delivered 
£19.1 million of savings against a 
target of £18.6m. In the current 
year (2012/13) the challenge is to 
realise a further £19m.” 


This plaudit comes less than a 
month after the Herald & Post 
reported the hospital had paid 
out almost £12m in compensa¬ 
tion in the past two years for mis¬ 
takes made while patients have 
been in its care. 

And last year the Trust also 
agreed to £8.9m worth of clinical 
negligence claims. 

In the annual report, the hospi¬ 
tal achieved all but one of its key 
national performance targets, 
including those for maximum 
waiting times, cancer waiting and 
treatment and reducing 
infections.

Upon my arrival at the Spice of Bruerne, I was quite surprised to see that the car park was 
full, which I didn’t expect for a Wednesday evening. This meant that we had to find 
somewhere other than the designated area to park the car, as there weren’t any spaces. I 
took this as a good sign. 

Having never been to the Spice of Bruerne before, I was completely taken aback by the location 
of the restaurant, which is set in the heart of the quiet village of Stoke Bruerne, overlooking the 
canal. 

The restaurant itself has a very authentic feel to it as it is decorated throughout with very bold, 
rich colours. I sat upstairs where there was enough space to for roughly 50 people, but while 
engaging in conversation with the very friendly waiter, I came to learn that there is also more 
seating downstairs. As well as there being seating inside, the restaurant also has a small terrace 
outside with a few tables on which is a beautiful place to sit an enjoy a meal on a summer’s day. 
Once we had been seated our waiter greeted us and brought us over some poppadoms along 
with an array of chutneys, pickles and sauces. Having given us enough time to study their wide 
selection of dishes on the menu, we then ordered our food. 

On the waiter’s recommendation, I had a King Prawn Butterfly for a starter, which was a huge 
prawn cooked to perfection that had been coated in breadcrumbs and deep fried. For the main 
meal, I had Lamb Rogan Josh, which was absolutely lovely - the lamb was very succulent and 
the mixture of herbs and spices in the sauce gave a flavoursome taste, without being too spicy. 
My mum, who dined with me, opted for a mouth watering starter, teasing the delights of 
traditional Indian cuisine with lamb, chicken tikka and samosas all on one plate! Her finale was a 

spectacular dish of Chicken Rizzala 
- the chicken was tender, the sauce 
was perfect and the naan bread was 
almost a meal in itself! 

During my visit, I got the impression 
that the Spice of Bruerne is a very 
popular place, not only to go and 
dine in, but they also provide a 
takeaway service, which proved to 
be a big hit with the local residents. 
From my experience, I would 
definitely recommend eating at the 
Spice of Bruerne - the staff were all 
very helpful, the scenery is 
breathtaking and the food was 
exceptional. 

I shall definitely be going back!

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AN ancient oak has been given a 
new lease of life - as a bench.

Judge is under fire 
from PCC hopeful

LABOUR’S candidate for the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
role in Northamptonshire has 
said that the judge at the centre 
of a row over who can stand for 
election has made a ‘real hash’ of 
the issue. 

The election campaign of 
magistrate Lee Barron was 
thrown into confusion after Lord 
Justice Goldring declared that JPs 
could not stand for the new job. 

But just days later he reconsid¬ 
ered and said that magistrates 
need not resign from the bench if 
they want to run for the new law 
and order post. 

Following the U-turn, Mr 
Barron said: “The judge has made 
a real hash of this decision. 

“Initially he said that I could not 
stand because I am a magistrate. 

“Now he is saying I cannot sit 
during the election. 

“Real clarity is needed before 
any further decision is made. 

“I have never and will never take 
my politics in to the court room.” 

He added: “I will take my values 
and my judgment and continue 
to dispense justice in the way in

which I have for nearly a decade 
now - with impartiality and with 


the full consideration of legal 
guidelines and advice.” 

Lord Justice Goldring has said 
that candidates should not sit on 
cases between their selection and 
polling day in November and he 
did not go back on a separate 
order that JPs should not sit on 
new oversight panels. But Mr 
Barron said: “To say now that the 
magistrates’ bench is somewhat 
politically corrupt is ridiculous 
and is suggested from somebody 
who should know 

better. 

“There is nothing that states 
that magistrates are politically 
restricted and nothing in the 
legislation for the introduction of 
PCCs that debar magistrates from 
standing. 

“I will challenge this ridiculous 
ruling as it now just confuses the 
matter further.” 

The Police and Crime 
Commissioner elections are due 
to take place on November 15.

THE University of Northamp¬ 
ton is aiming to go global within 
the next decade. 

It plans to increase the number 
of overseas students it is teach¬ 
ing, not by getting them to come 
to Northamptonshire, but by 
training teachers around the 
world. 

Vice Chancellor, Nick Petford, 
has pinpointed establishing 
satellite universities in countries 
like China, Vietnam, Mexico, 
South Korea and India, as the 
way of satisfying this demand. 

He said: “We do not need to 
increase the number of students 
we have as at present we have 
15,000. 

“Our plan is around overseas 
students and we estimate in the 
next ten to 15 years this will be 
the main growth area. 

“We want to be working with 
satellite partners in countries 
like China, India, Vietnam. 
Mexico and South Korea. The list 
is all over the world and we 
would not exclude anywhere. 

“In the next ten years we need 
to be a top 50 university in the 
country and in the world’s top 
500. 

“This is important because the 
reputation of the university 
helps attract students, business 
interest, research interest and 



doing this makes things easier. 
When this happens the universi¬ 
ty has a brand and that brand is 
high quality in a global way. 

“It then starts to tick all the 
boxes for people. 

“We became a university in 
2005 and are in a privileged posi¬ 
tion as we are the only university 
in the county. 

“There are only a few English 
counties in which there is only 
one university. 

“As a result we have to be a 


leader of ideas and set our own 
agenda and not shaped by 
others.” 

As far as Mr Petford is 
concerned these are not the only 
exciting plans on the drawing 
board for the university. 

Work on the new halls of resi¬ 
dence, being built on the former 
St John’s car park in 
Northampton town centre, will 
be completed by 2014 in the 
same year as the £7.5 million 
‘Innovation Cube’ is built. 

The university will invest £5.5m 
in the Cube and West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, which owns 
the development site, will put in 
a further £2m. 

The landmark building, based 
in the ‘Enterprise Zone’, will 
provide office accommodation 
and support services for up to 55 
small businesses over six floors. 

It will be near the railway 
station, which is also in line for a 
revamp. 

The University of Northamp¬ 
ton’s involvement has been 
passed in principle, subject to 
contracts being finalised. 

But the ‘big game changer’ as 
far as Mr Petford is concerned is 
the proposed move to 
Northampton’s Waterside 
Development. 

It is expected the initial 
groundwork can get under way 
on the Avon Nunn Mills site in

2015 with a view to opening a 
Waterside Campus some time 
between 2018 and 2020. 

The university’s governing 
council has approved the 
scheme to further explore devel¬ 
oping the new site. 

Mr Petford said: “This is going 
to be a big game changer. 

“We don’t know if we will sell 
the two campuses (Park Campus 
and St George’s Avenue) as there 
are a number of options to look 
at. 

“We may want to keep the halls 
of residence and some of the 
assets like the Maidwell space 


which is important to us. The 
Waterside Development would 
be a world class facility with 
lecture theatres, art galleries, 
open spaces, cafes, boutiques - 
everything you would want from 
a university. 

“It will be an iconic building 
and I am very excited about it 
but there are still a lot of hurdles 
to jump and it is not a certainty.” 

From next month, many 
students will be paying up to 
£9,000 per year to attend higher 
education. 

Courses at the University of 
Northampton cost from £8,500 


to an upper limit of £9,000 per 
year. This cost could drop 
depending on the bursaries they 
get or scholarships which could 
bring it down to £7,800 annually. 

Mr Petford added: “That is the 
ticket price. Education is no 
different and we are no different 
from Ford or Weetabix. 

“When people buy education 
they want to know they are get¬ 
ting value for money. 

“By 2015 this university will 
only get five per cent of its 
money from the Government 
grants and will have to make up 
the remaining 95 per cent.”

I have criticised his proposals 
for a ‘bobby in every village’, not 
because I disagree with them in 
principle. (If I believed there was 
any possibility of them being 
achieved in the forseeable future 
I would be among the first to 
support them], but because he is 
making rash promises that he 
knows, or should know, he won’t 
be able to deliver.

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Council raises the bar to encourage recycling 


NEW signs have been put up in 
household waste recycling 
centres to deter people from 
sending waste to landfill. 

The Waste For Landfill 
campaign from Northampton¬ 
shire County Council replaces 
the general waste signs beside the 
relevant containers at all ten of 
the authority’s plants throughout 
the county 

They are designed to prompt 
people to think whether they 
have recycled as much rubbish as 
they can. 

The current annual price of 


sending waste to landfill in the 
county is about £12 million - 
which equates to about £86 for 
every tonne. 

Each tonne of waste that is land- 
filled costs £68 in tax with the rest 
comprised of a gate fee paid to 
the landfill site owner. 

Councillor Ben Smith, cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“We need to get the simple 
message across that unless we 
pre-sort our waste and place it 
in the appropriate recycling 
container it goes to landfill. 

“That costs us a lot of money 


and is not good for the environ¬ 
ment. I hope these new signs will 
convince people who are not 
currently recycling that it really is 
cost effective and good for the 
environment. 

“This is just one of many differ¬ 
ent methods we are trying at the 
council to improve our recycling 
targets and it is our hope that 
small measures like these will 
have a large impact.” 

The landfill tax cost is set to rise 
by £8 per tonne per year so in 
2013/14 the amount will increase 
to £72 per tonne.

Hollie to 
tell how 
she won 
food fight

FORMER Olympic triathlete 
Hollie Avil, who was forced to 
quit the sport earlier this 
year due to an eating disor¬ 
der, will be speaking about 
her experiences at the UK’s 
first conference on such 
problems in sport and 
fitness. 

Hollie’s decision to end her 
elite sporting career, even 
though she’d beaten her eat¬ 
ing disorder, was down to the 
stress fractures diagnosed in 
her shins - a clear conse¬ 
quence of her past illness. 

The athlete, who is from 
Northampton, attributes the 
start of her problems to a 
remark made by a coach 
about her weight - “a 
comment which planted a 
seed in my head that didn’t 
need to be planted” - she said. 

The Olympian, double 
world champion and national 
champion who was once 
ranked world number one, 


says she has learnt a great 
deal from her experiences in 
sport and wants to use that 
knowledge to help others. 

Hollie said: “I’m very keen to 
help young athletes with eat¬ 
ing disorders. I feel it’s rife 
across sport and lots of peo¬ 
ple suffer in silence. 

“I want to encourage young 
athletes to strive for their 
dreams, just as I did, but I also 
want them to be helped when 
obstacles get in their way.” 

Marco Martinez, commer¬ 
cial director of the UK’s lead¬ 
ing eating disorder charity, 
Beat, said: “In this important 
Olympic year we think look¬ 
ing at eating in sport and 
fitness is an absolute must. 

“Attendees will be able to 
expand their knowledge of 
disordered eating, its signs 
and symptoms, pathways to 
treatment and an opportunity 
to explore this increasingly 
complex area.” 

The conference will take 
place at Loughborough 
University next month.

AFTER Disney/Pixar’s biggest collaborative disap¬ 
pointment last year with Cars 2 - they’re back doing 
what they do best with another original gem. 

VisitScotland.com has basically been given a free 
feature-length advert as luscious highlands are 
brought to life with jaw-dropping computer-generat¬ 
ed landscapes that will make you pine for a journey to 
our northern cousin - if it actually stops chucking it 
down. 

This adventure trails the story of skilled archer 
Merida (Kelly MacDonald) - daughter to Scottish King 
Fergus (Billy Connolly) and Queen Elinor (Emma 
Thompson) - who loathes the thought of being 
pressed into an arranged marriage. 

But when she turns to an eccentric old Witch (Julie 
Walters) in defiance, the kingdom is turned upside 
down when Merida is granted an ill-fated wish (I won’t 
embellish to save on spoilers!) - and she has to discov¬ 
er the true meaning of bravery to undo a beastly curse. 

In this moment lies the weakest point of the film, as 
the main plot point somehow seems patch-worked 
into a seemingly thin storyline.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address. If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Burrell still recalls 
his baptism of fire

LUTHER Burrell’s rugby career 
has seen him swap codes, repre¬ 
sent the West Indies on the 
sevens circuit and now join 
Northampton Saints. Yet there is 
one match against his new side 
from early in his career that still 
sticks out in his mind. 

As a youngster working his way 
through the Academy at Leeds 
Carnegie, the centre was loaned 
out to Sedgley Park, then in the 
old National Division One, during 
the 2007/08 season. 

That just happened to be the 
year that the Saints were steam¬ 
rollering their way through the 
division en route to an instant 
return to the Premiership, and 
when Burrell and his Sedgley 
team mates visited Northampton 
they were on the receiving end of 
an almighty beating. 

“I can remember that game 
quite clearly,” he says recalling 
the 96-3 thrashing that ranks as 
the Saints’ biggest win in the pro¬ 
fessional era. “It was one of the 
biggest games I’ve played 
because Franklin's Gardens is a 
massive facility and North¬ 
ampton is a massive rugby town. 

“I was out on loan at 19 years 
old and I was playing against 
some class players like Bruce 
Reihana, Carlos Spencer and all 
of those boys. 

“Playing against Northampton 
was one thing and signing for 
them a few years later is another, 
so obviously it’s a dream to make 
this move to such a great club.” 

Burrell grew up playing both 
rugby league and union in 
Huddersfield - the former on 
Saturdays followed by the latter 
on Sundays - before concentrat¬ 
ing on the 15-man game full time 
after joining the Leeds Academy 
at the age of 15. 

He was with the Yorkshire club 
until this time last year when he 


moved to Sale Sharks following 
Leeds’ relegation from the Aviva 
Premiership, although Burrell 
freely admits that the season at 
Edgeley Park went nothing like as 
well as he would have liked. 

He said: “It was a pretty disap¬ 
pointing 12 months for me. I got 
injured at the beginning of the 
year, which set me back, and by 
the time I was fit the internation¬ 
al players were back. 

“It was then down to me to try 
to get my way back in, and when 
you have Sam Tuitupo, who is 
club captain and a good player 
himself, it's difficult for me to 
break in and keep in. 

“As soon as the offer came [from 
Northampton] I was like ‘Yes, this 
is the one place that I want to be’. 
People say there is not much 
going on, but I think it is a bril¬ 
liant place and the club is fantas¬ 
tic, and I’m really looking forward 
to getting stuck in with the boys” 

He faces stiff competition to 
force his way into the Saints mid- 
field, but made a good impres¬ 
sion in his first pre-season outing 
for the club last Friday in the 
30-28 defeat to Zebre in Millau, 
scoring a try in the first half. 

Burrell’s international eligibility 
has not been affected by his deci¬ 
sion to utilise his Jamaican ances¬ 
try and play sevens for the West 
Indies, which means he could one 
day feature for England. 

With Stuart Lancaster - the man 
who took him to Leeds as a 
teenager - now head coach of the 
national team, Burrell is hoping 
to jog his memory. However, his 
main concern is making a career 
for himself at Northampton. 

He said: “I did drop him 
[Lancaster] a text when he got the 
job, but I’ve got my priorities set 
and my main goal is to be a solid 
Premiership player for the Saints, 
and that’s what I’m going to do. 

“That’s first and foremost on the 
list, and if England comes after 
that then it does. But my goal is to 
be in the starting 12 for this club 
and then go from there.”

and talked to him over the phone.

He explained: “When I was playing 


back in New Zealand I always 
thought that English rugby was a 
bit boring because it was always 
forward orientated, but after 
seeing how the Saints play and the 
Premiership, they have changed. 
They like to use the ball more. 

“They’re looking to go wide and 
obviously we’re going to get the 
ball more, and then you’ll see a lot 
more from us. 

“The fans can expect to see some 
speed out wide, a step and agility, 
and just finishing off what the big 
boys and the inside backs give us.” 

Pisi got his first appearance for 


Northampton in last Friday’s 30-28 
defeat to Zebre, playing in the 
second half, and is set to feature 
again when they host Leinster on 
Saturday. 

But he already has his eyes on 
being involved when the 
Premiership season kicks off with 
a trip to Gloucester on Saturday,

“I’m enjoying it,” says Pisi of his 
new surroundings.

LEAGUE Cup upsets are becoming some¬ 
thing of a speciality for Northampton 
Town. 

After Tuesday night’s 2-0 first round victo¬ 
ry, Cardiff City can now be added to the list 
of higher division clubs that have fallen by 
the wayside in recent seasons. 

Few would have predicted that last 
season’s runners-up would have fallen foul 
of the side that spent much of the last cam¬ 
paign battling for Football League survival, 
especially after Heidar Helguson had fired 
the Welsh side ahead at Sixfields with a third 
minute penalty 

But as Bolton Wanderers, Brighton & Hove 
Albion and Liverpool will all testify never 
count the Cobblers out. Goals from summer 
signings David Artell and Alex Nicholls 
either side of half time ensured Town’s pas¬ 
sage and a second round tie at home to 
Wolverhampton Wanderers. 

For Northampton boss Aidy Boothroyd, 
the result was born out of their strong work 
ethic. 

“To me it’s an absolute must,” he said. 
“Before you start with any tactics, technical 
ability, system or style, what you’ve got to 
have is the willingness to run and work hard 
for each other, and just work to win. 

“We look like we’ve got that, we’ve got a bit 
of variety in the team, we’ve got some pace 
and some legs now and we’ve got a bit of 
steel in the back line. 

“I don’t want to get too carried away, but I 
am very pleased and excited about what we 
might do in the future.” 

There is also reason to be excited about 
the future with regards to some of the 
younger players in the squad, particularly 
young goalkeeper Dean Snedker who ended 
up making his first competitive start for 
Northampton against Cardiff. 


Loan goalkeeper Lee Nicholls was unavail¬ 
able after being refused permission to play 
in the Cup by parent club Wigan Athletic, so 
it fell to the 17-year-old to step up despite 
his only experience amounting to a handful 
of pre-season friendlies. 

Not that it showed though. There was little 
he could have done about Helguson’s penal¬ 
ty, and aside from that was relatively 
untroubled all night by anything that came 
his way. 

Boothroyd said: “That’s down to our youth 
department. Generally, when a team gets a 
good result and a young player plays then 
he gets all the plaudits, but there are a lot of 
people in the youth set-up here that work 
very hard. 

“It’s nice for Trevor Gould and his team 
because they’ve got a young one into the 
team. It would have been easy to go out and 
get a non-contract goalkeeper, but I think 
with kids you’ve got to put them in stress 
positions and I think that was. You have to 
see if they can cope with it and he looked 
like a veteran.” 

The game also saw Boothroyd up against 
Malky Mackay - the man he signed as a 
player at Watford and later appointed to his 
coaching staff at Vicarage Road. He would 
no doubt have been aware of the impor¬ 
tance the Town boss places on set pieces. 

Not that his team were. The City defence 
were caught ball watching when Artell 
headed home the equaliser from Ben Tozer’s 
long throw, and then Nicholls grabbed what 
proved the winner from a corner early in the 
second half. 

“I thought we looked really dangerous all 
night from them,” said Boothroyd. “We’ve 
got a real armoury now, and particularly 
when Henoc [Mukendi] came on we’ve got a 
lot of big players in the team. 

“But I don’t want to take away from the 
football ability we have got as well because 
we have got a lovely balance. I thought we 
were terrific. It was a slow start, but we got 
what we deserved in the end.”

AIDY Boothroyd has warned that 
Northampton Town cannot afford 
to get carried away with whatever 
success they enjoy in the cup com¬ 
petitions if it is to the detriment of 
the League Two campaign. 

The Cobblers caused an upset by 
knocking last year’s runners-up 
Cardiff City out of the Capital One 
Cup in the first round with a 2-1 win 
on Tuesday evening. 

Their reward is a home tie against 
Wolverhampton Wanderers in just 
under two weeks’ time. 

Northampton have recorded some 
memorable shocks in the competi¬ 
tion over recent seasons, with the 
most famous undoubtedly being the 
penalty shoot-out victory against 
Liverpool at Anfield back in 2010. 

And while boss Boothroyd hopes 
that the cup run continues, his main 
priority is the league. He cautioned: 
“To put things into perspective, there 
are a lot of teams out there in 
Leagues One and Two that go on cup 
runs but their league form decreases. 

“I think the result that Ian Sampson 
and Northampton got at Liverpool 
has got to be one of the results of the 
last few years. 

“But while we don’t take away from 
that and want to celebrate that 
result, I think it’s important that we 
focus on the league. 

“I’ve been on cup runs before in my 
career and sometimes it can gal¬ 
vanise you, sometimes it can totally 
take your focus off it and I’ll not be 


happy with players just choosing 
their games and everything else. 

“Not that they will on purpose, but 
subconsciously they can focus on 
the wrong thing.” 

The League Two programme gets 
under way on Saturday with a tricky 
away trip to relegated Rochdale. The 
games then come thick and fast as 
Town host Rotherham United next 
Tuesday followed by Southend 
United the following weekend. 

With those three games coming up, 
the League Cup tie at home to 
Wolves - a repeat of the meeting 
between the sides at the same stage 
of last season’s competition - will be 
put on the back burner for now. 

Boothroyd was naturally pleased 
with claiming the scalp of Cardiff, 
particularly after his team fought 
back from being behind to an early 
Heidar Helguson penalty thanks to 
goals from new boys David Artell and 
Alex Nicholls. 

He now hopes to carry that into 
Saturday’s match at Spotland, say¬ 
ing: “What is important for us is win¬ 
ning the next game. We won’t get car¬ 
ried away, but it is nice to be able to 
smile because we didn’t have much 
of that last year. 

“I don’t want us to be a team that 
finishes around the bottom of the 
league but has a great cup run, or 
even knocks somebody big out. 

“I want us to win cup games and 
progress, more for the chairman and 
people who put money into the club, 
but the league is the bread and 
butter. I know it’s an old adage, but 
we’ve got to make sure that we get 
some points on the board.”
